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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the second 
arrangement for processing video signals must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: "the video hardware components and the video computers 
are coupled by means of a video crossbar" of claim 6. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The specification and claims fail to identify the 
"dedicated purpose" of video components and the "plurality of functions" performed by 
video computers in the claimed arrangement. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. The arrangement of hardware components and video 
computers to facilitate real time processing is non-statutory subject matter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Daniel 
Beaulieretal., U.S. Patent 5,162,904, 11/1992. 

As per independent claim 1, Beaulier discloses video hardware components... (FIG. 1 & 
2), video computers for performing a plurality of functions... (FIG. 19d), a control circuit 
for assigning tasks to the video computer (FIG. 22 '19b'), the hardware implemented for 
uses that are computer intensive and/or require a large bandwidth (col. 4, II. 27-32), 
video computers processing in real time (col. 22, II. 28-33). 
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As per dependent claim 2, Beaulier discloses the hardware implemented as video mixer 
stages or video crossbars (FIG. 21 A & B). 

A per dependent claim 3, Beaulier discloses the video computer functions activated by 
software (col. 13, 1. 32-36). 

As per deepened claim 4, Beaulier discloses software for chromakey or lumakey or trick 
effects (col. 14, II. 45-60; col. 18, II. 52-56). 

As per dependent claim 5, Beaulier discloses the hardware components and the 
computers are coupled by a wideband bus system (FIG. 1 '12'; col. 14, II. 40-43). 

As per dependent claim 6, Beaulier discloses the hardware and the computers are 
coupled by a video crossbar (col. 22, II. 25-33). 

As per dependent claim 7, Beaulier discloses processors (col. 14, II. 34-40; col. 22, II. 
33-39). 

As per dependent claim 8, Beaulier discloses two arrangements for processing one or 
more video signals (col. 20, II. 5-52), the video data are exchangeable between 
processing arrangements (col. 20, II. 24-52) and at least one of the arrangements has a 
computer (FIG. 14).
